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1892. The executors believe that if the 
Art Institute had been at the time of his 
will the flourishing institution it is to- 
day, Mr. Walker would have desired his 
memorial collection to be part of it. The 



new plan will at any rate accomplish 
his real purpose far more effectually than 
his own plan, even had it been possible 
to carry that out in strict conformity 
with the provisions of his will.

Iembership. — At meetings of the 
Board of Trustees, Mrs. Albert 
■Arnold Sprague and Dr. Frank 
W. Gunsaulus were declared Benefac- 
tors of the Art Institute in recognition 
of their gifts. Mr. Robert W. DeFor- 
est, President of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, was made an Honorary 
Member. Mr. Charles H. Thorne and 
Mr. Cyrus McCormick were elected 
Governing Members. 

American Federation of Arts — 
There was great interest and enthusiasm 
and a larger attendance than ever before 
at the sixth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Arts, which was 
held in Washington, D. C, on May 12, 
13 and 14. Art education, with special 
reference to cultural and industrial de- 
velopment was the general subject con- 
sidered. Sessions were devoted to the 
special topics of professional art educa- 
tion, art education in the public schools, 
in the colleges and universities and in- 
dustrial art education. A full report of 
the meeting with a review of the various 
addresses is contained in the July num- 
ber of Art and Progress, the magazine 
published by the Federation. 

American Museum Association — 
San Francisco was the place of the tenth 



annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion of Museums, July 6 to 9. The 
members were entertained by the muse- 
ums of San Francisco and nearby cities. 
This was the first time that the associa- 
tion had met west of Chicago. It proved 
an interesting experiment which will be 
reported more fully in the next Bul- 
letin. The meeting next year will take 
place in Washington, D. C, in May, at 
the time of the meeting of the American 
Federation of Arts. 

Print Committee — Miss Kate 
Buckingham has been made a member 
of the Committee on Prints. Miss 
Buckingham is a sister of the late Clar- 
ence Buckingham, a Trustee of the In- 
stitute, whose loss is deeply felt. The 
Committee now comprises Wallace L. 
DeWolf, Kenneth S. Goodman, Thomas 
E. Donnelley and Miss Buckingham. 
It has been active during the past year in 
adding to the equipment of the depart- 
ment and in making some purchases. 

Concerts — The Sunday afternoon 
and evening concerts given under the 
auspices of the Chicago Woman's Club, 
which have had a deserved popularity, 
will be given again this fall. A new 
series of concerts managed by the So- 
ciety of American Musicians will be 
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given during the fall on Saturday after- 
noons. These concerts will present the 
more melodious examples of chamber 
music and introduce some of the most 
prominent of the younger singers and 
pianists of Chicago. This will be a con- 
tinuation of the very successful series 
given under the same management last 
May. 

Nike Club Scholarship — The 
Nike Club, which last spring terminated 
its work as a prominent art club in Chi- 
cago, has shown its deep interest in the 
Art Institute by the gift of two-thou- 
sand dollars for the establishment of a 
perpetual scholarship as a memorial of 
the club. The scholarship will be known 
as the "Nike Club Scholarship" and 
will be used to help students of the 
School who are in need of financial aid. 

Mr. Hutchinson's Degree — Har- 
vard University in June conferred upon 
Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, the Presi- 
dent of the Art Institute, the honorary 
degree of Master of Arts, in recogni- 
tion of his important civic work. 

Exposition Awards — Those inter- 
ested in the School of the Art Institute 
will be glad to hear of the large num- 
ber of former students who have received 
important awards at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. In the depart- 
ment of painting, the grand prize was 
awarded to Frederick C. Frieseke ; a 
medal of honor to Lawton Parker; a 
gold medal to John C. Johansen. Sil-

Resignation of Dr. Emerson. — 
Dr. Alfred Emerson, a member of the 
staff of the Art Institute for nearly 
twenty-five years, except during the 
periods of his connection with Cornell 
University and the University of Cali- 
fornia, has resigned in order to conduct 
the departments of history and languages 
at the Raymond Riordon School at 
Highland on Hudson, New York. 

For years Dr. Emerson had cared for 
the classical antiquities, sculpture and 
architecture collections at the Art Insti- 
ture. His services were of great value 
to the Art Institute, not only in his 
special department of Classical Archaeol- 
ogy, but in other fields which called upon 
his great fund of general knowledge. He 
carries with him the good wishes of his 
many friends on the staff for success in 
his new work. 
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The Library — During the last five 
months a number of important gifts 
have been made to the Library. The 
gift by the New York Metropolitan 
Museum of fourteen books, handbooks 
and catalogues, completes the Library's 
set of the publications of this museum. 

Several catalogues of important col- 
lections have been received. The cata- 
logue of the J. Pierpont Morgan col- 
lection of watches was the gift of the 
J. Pierpont Morgan library. The cata- 
logue of the Frederick Towne Proc- 
tor collection of antique watches and 
table clocks was presented by Mr. Fred- 
erick T. Proctor.

From Mr. Mortimer L. Scruff was re- 
ceived a portfolio of reproductions of 
original drawings of the old masters 
from the Mortimer L. Schiff collection. 

A copy of the first edition of the first 
book on etching, Abraham Bosse's 
Traicte des manieres de graver en taille 
douce sur I'airin, published in 1645, has 
been given to the Library by Mr. Frank 
G. Logan. Mr. A. E. Hamill who pre- 
sented the Library a few years ago with 
La Bible Moralisee, published by the 
Societe frangaise de reproductions de 
manuscrits et peintures, has given four 
volumes, bulletins published by this so- 
ciety. Four books on Spanish pottery 
and maiolica were the gift of the His- 
panic Society of New York. 

Death of Mr. Pattison. — James 
William Pattison, who has lectured on 
the collections of the Art Institute since 
1896, died May 29, 1915. Mr. Patti- 



son was born in Boston in 1844. Al- 
though chiefly a painter, he lectured and 
contributed articles on art subjects to 
various magazines. In 1910 he became 
editor of the Fine Arts Journal, He has 
held the office of President of the Chi- 
cago Society of Artists, and of Secretary 
of the Municipal Art League. 

The Staff — The Institute was 
brought in touch with the ideas and 
methods of other institutions in the most 
practical way this year by the visits of 
twelve or more members of the staff to 
museums and schools all over the coun- 
try.
